Blame Traffic 
Law Violators 
For Accidents

SACRAMENTO Special aquads 
of California Highway Patrolmen 
will soon be moving into areas 
around the state which have the 
most serious accident problems, 

atrol headquarters in Sacramento 
reported today.

Designated as "special enforce­ 
ment units," the squads will work 
 lo.sely with each area's regular 
" atrol force in efforts to push the1 
raffle death and injury curve 

downward.
Enforcement will be concentrat-

id on the locations where and dur-
ng- the hours when most accidents

occur and against the violations
causing them.

Patrol Commissioner Clifford E. 
'eterson pointed out that more 
han 90 per cent of all fatal or in- 
ury accidents in California involve 

one or more Vehicle Code viola- 
ions.

"It follows that if we can halt 
violations we can also halt most of 
our needless and tragic traffic 
deaths," he said.

Funds granted by the last ses­ 
sion of the state legislature will al­ 
ow the Patrol to operate these 

special enforcement units on a 
year-round basis. They have been 
used successfully, but only occa­ 
sionally, in the past.

"We're still short of men on a 
statewide b a s i s," Commissioner 

eterson said, "but this program 
should enable us to improve the 
accident picture In the more cri- 
ical areas.'
